To the Citizens of Scarboro: 

In accordance with the Laws of the State of Maine, I 
submit the following report of the Public Schools of Scar- 
boro for the year ending Feb. 18, 1911. 

Whole number of scholars in town between 5 and 21 
years of age, 445. 

The attendance for the year has been very good, dur¬ 
ing spring and fall especially, the winter has not been quite 
up to standard in a few cases, but as a whole the schools 
have made good advance, and the teachers, 07ie and all 
have labored hard for the advancement of each and every 
pupil in the town; but one thing is much needed in some 
localities in town, and that is co-operation of parents and 
teachers, for without this no school can be sucessful in 
the full sense of the word. 

Our High School has been under the Principalship of 
Mr. O. O. Dow and Miss Sherman, assistant, since the 
spring term; while these teachers are young .and not of 
years of experience, they have done extra good work for the 
pupils, and I would recommend the S. S. Committee to 
procure the services of these teachers for a long period. 
We need reference work in our High School Library and I 
hope the town will see fit to raise a sum, say $250, for that 
purpose. 

At this time I wish to again thank the S. S. Commit¬ 
tee, teachers and townspeople for the support they have 
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rendered in the school work during my term of office. 
While I have not the time to devote to this work that is 
needed, I have been and am now thoroughly interested in 
the education of our children, for it is in youth that the 
foundation of life is laid.

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Warrant for Town Meeting 1911 

To George W. Knight, a Constable in the Town of 

Scarboro— GREETING: 

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re¬ 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the said Town 
of Scarboro, qualified bv law to vote in town affairs, to as¬ 
semble at the Town House in said Town of Scarboro, on 
Monday, the sixth ((5th) day of March A. D. 1910, at ten 
(.10) o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act upon the 
following; Articles, viz: 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Article 2. To choose a Clerk, Selectmen, Assessors, 
Overseers of the Poor, Collector, Treasurer, one member of 
School Board. Road Commissioner, or Commissioners, and 
all other necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

Article 3. To see if the town will grant and raise 
such sums of money as may be necessary for the mainte¬ 
nance and support of schools, schoolhouse repairs and sup¬ 
plies. text-books and appliances, the poor, repair of roads 
and bridges and to defray all other town charges. 

Article 4. To sec if the town will accept and adopt 
the report of the several town officers.
